WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


What’s the use beating around the bush, the canned goods 
trade was dull, or neglected, or put aside, whichever way you 
care to look at it, this week, because of the double distraction of 
first the ending of the most remarkable racing season in the his- 
tory of Baltimore, long famous asa horse loving state, and which 
took up the first three days of the week, and then in the second 
place the coming to town of the Circus. You may think we aim 
to be facicicus in these remarks, but truely we donot. For when 
you remember how brisk business, in the canned goods lines, has 
not been, you will find ready reason for these distractions being 
allowed to distract. We have known Cities with a population 
as large as 50,000 suspend business for the half day on which 
the Circus parade took place; and we have heard of one of the 
largest Cities in the West taking holiday upon the coming of the 
circus for the first time in ten years; but we had never before 
noticed Baltimore make such a holiday out of a circus parade as 
it did this year. So much for the circus. 


As for the races we have been told that many brokers and 
leading packers took respite from the ceaseless grind of writing 
orders and saught recreation in ‘the sport of kings’. We would 
not say that they were philanthropically inclined in their desire 
to give some of their easily (?) earned money to the poor (?) 
bookmakers at Pimlico, simply because this is the one race course 
in the East where betting is allowed; but from pure love of the 
sport they took the time off to see the finish of the spring meet- 
ing. But the representatives of the industry were not confined 
to the brokers and canners of this City in their attention to the 
races, for we are told there were canners from the north, the 
south, the East and the West there during the meeting, and sup- 
ply men of all kinds and from varying sections. From this you 
can see that we are not speaking lightly when we say this was a 
distraction from business during the week. 


During the week several large canners of the country were 
visitors at the office, and as they all had visited the trade in the 
leading sections, (seeking orders, we presume) they were quite 


Iron Drums 
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well versed on conditions. The one thing that seemed to strike 
all alike was the uselessness of trying to place future sales on 
any article at prices above the ruling spot prices. They all found 
that the jobbers would have none of it under such conditions. 
Of course the usual, regular future orders for the regular brands 
are exceptions to this rule, as they are always exceptions to the 
influence of the market in any year. But with the general sell- 
ing of future tomatoes, peas or corn at prices above spot prices, 
they were all of one mind—it cannot be done. 


The warehouses of some of the largest jobbers of this sec- 
tion show a very favorable outlook for the canned goods now 
in first hands, for those houses are carrying comparatively low 
stocks. It is noticeable however that the amounts of goods on 
hand hold about this position, figured from heaviest to lightest 
holdings: Peas, corn, tomatoes, fancy California fruits and sal- 
mon. ‘The first two articles are on about a par, with tomatoes 
far below them, and salmon may outrank the fruits. Consider- 
able holdings of assorted canned goods are on hand, but none in 
anything like large quantities. Under normal conditions there 
would be a very heavy buying in the near future, particularly 
on tomatoes; but conditions are not normal. These grocery 
jobbers report business as improving rapidly, and in fact as very 
good, but for some reason canned goods do not seem to be gett- 
ing their share of the increase. This may be a slightly prejudiced 
opinion, but the fact that orders for the goods are not more fre- 
quent, or larger seems to bear out the reasoning. Whatever the 
cause the goods are certainly going out to the retailers very 
slowly, and under such conditions the jobbers do not feel in- 
clined to stock up heavily with the goods, no matter what the 
prices. 


The cause for this may be found in the fact that retailers 
are still asking as high prices for the retailed goods as they 
ever did, and this tends to keep consumption down and make 
them move slowly. We have found, too, that some jobbers are 
asking just about as much for the goods bought at low prices as 
they formerly did for the goods bought at high prices, and this 
also helds off demand. In fact, some of our visitors this week, 
having traveled the country over pretty well, were of the 
opinion that the canned goods packer was about the only one 
suffering from low prices in this line. 


The entire market has been slow this week, with only the 
usual amount of small orders for the general line. The 
weather has been so unseasonable that the spring demand has 
not developed, and with the improvement in this respect which 
is promised as we write, will undoubtedly give it a little 
more life. 


The most noticeable thing on the week is that future 
prices and spot prices have about found the same level, and so 
we see future tomatoes offered this week all the way from 62%4c. 
to 70c., with some of the canners reported as holding fast for 
75c. on futures. 


With corn the spot market is dull, and the future market 
shows life only in those brands which are traded in by certain 
houses every year to a given and known extent. Any inquiry 
for a fair-sized amount seems to be able to uncover a holder 
willing to accept, and under such conditions there is little hope 
of an improvement in prices. 

Peas are by no means showing the life they usually do at 
this time of the year; for neither futures nor spots show any 
activity. We have heard conflicting reports on this article as 
to the amounts on hand in canners’ warehouses, and while we 
are not inclined to agree with some of them, the action of the 
market bears them out. 

Pineapple packing will be on in this city in the next fort- 
night, and strawberries will arrive at about the same time. It 
is more than likely the pack of the former article will not be 
nearly as heavy as in previous years; and the latter, at least as 
to crops, promises to be very good. Spinach will be on the 
tables this coming week, but will hardly be a heavy pack. 

There is nothing new to report in cans or canners’ metals, 
and we refer our readers to the regular pages for prices. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, May 12.—The market has steadied down some- 
what since last week, and while buying activity is not marked 
there is really less uncertainty and in one or two instances arti- 
cles are held a shade firmer. It is said by those in position to 


_ know that this may be the forerunner of expected improve ment, 


though no seller has yet seen any of the actual expansion for 
which all have been looking. Perhaps this is not a matter to 
excite any alarm, but it is quite likely that most sellers would 
be glad to see something done worth while. Sales are made in 
a small way only with here and there a development of trade 
that helps clear out holdings and place the business upon a better 
and more satisfactory basis. Holders are not urging sales, pre- 
ferring rather to allow the market to take its course. On the 
other hand buyers show little anxiety and evidently believe that 
favorable opportunities for purchasing goods have not all passed. 

Tomatoes.—A feeling seems to exist that the market is 
altogether too low in comparison with consumptive requirements 
and the impression prevails that something will occur shortly to 
place it upon a more satisfactory basis. A good deal of stock 
remains to be sold before the new pack is ready for delivery, but 
it is understood that only a relatively small proportion of this 
will measure up to actual standard quality, And as the season 
for planting comes it is more and more evident that this year’s 
output will be less than last and that the market will suffer in

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some ways because of this fact. Holders are becoming more 
used to expecting higher prices and refuse to release their goods, 
unless they can secure full outside quotations. Occasionally 
sellers who want money, or who are tired of waiting for the 
promised development, will dispose of a car or so at 62%c. re- 
gular terms f. o. b. factory for fullstandard No. 3 grade, but most 
holders decline point blank to shade 65c. regular terms f. o. b. 
factory and a few who have desirable goods and have faith in the 
future will not accept that. Buyers persistently refuse to place 
contracts for futures. This inaction is quite likely to re-act 
upon them later by causing a reduction in output and thereby 
forcing up prices. Financially strong packers are not uneasy 
about the light demand for futures, since they anticipate making 
as much money, or possibly more, on a small pack than they 
might on alarge one. The small packer is troubled because he 
cannot obtain contracts in advance of the season. These con- 
tracts are necessary for him to secure bankiug accomodations 
which will enable him to carry on the season’s business. The 
extreme cold weather has seriously injured the prospects for a 
liberal acreage in New Jersey: much of the seed has rotted in the 
ground. Western advices state that the acreage for tomatoes, 
and other canning crops, will be greatly reduced this year, since 
the prices of other farm products have gone up so'that they are 
more profitable. 


Corn.—Some demand is reported for cheap corn, with buy- 
ers’ ideas about 6oc. for standard New York state pack and 55c. 
for Maryland Maine style. Little or nothing can be obtained at 
these prices. The future situation remains unchanged. Buyers 
are taking little interest and the outlook indicates a considerable 
reduction in acreage as compared with previous years. This 
will not materially injure the market since it would afford an 
opportunity for sellers to dispose of their surplus. 

Peas.—Fair quality will sell at 60 a 65c., but they cannot 
be obtained. The supply of that quality is small. Buyers are 
turning their attention to the finer grades, but seem unwilling 
to meet sellers’ views on prices and little business is done. 


Asparagus.—The future market is quiet. Buyers have 
apparently covered their early requirements and are holding off, 
awaiting developments. Spot asparagus goes more freely into 
consumption where holders are disposed to meet conditions and 
reduce prices, but where sellers seem unwilling to do this and 
insist upon getting back dollar for dollar of their investment 
their trade is slack. Only reduced prices to correspond with 
conditions imposed by the low prices on this year’s pack will 
bring trade. 

Fruits,—A little business, largely of a retail character, is 
being done in California fruits, but movement is really nothing 
to speak of. Prices favor the buyer on substantially all varieties. 
There is really no regular market. Each transaction is an individ- 
ual deal between the buyer and seller and is not considered a prece- 
dent which others are likely to follow. Notwithstanding this 
the market is stronger than it was a while ago, and a little busi- 
ness would puta different face upon it. 

Apples.—Increased inquiry for state No. ros for immediate 
delivery is noted, but the market shows no quotable improve- 
ment. No. 3s are in more demand and the tendency is upward. 
Southern apples are steady, but the market is quiet. 

-Pineapples.—Not much additional business is reported. 
There is no surplus supply and holders are content to await de- 
velopments before allowing reductions. 

Salmon.—For Spot red Alaska demand is light and gener- 
ally for small quantities only, but holders are firm at $1.32% 
inside and are not trying to force the market. Columbia river 
Chinooks are firm on the spot, with light stocks and demand 
limited. Opening prices on the 1909 pack will probably be an- 
nounced within a week or so. Sockeyes are in light supply and 
prices are firm. Pinks remain dull, the recent demand in prices 
having failed to stimulate demand. ’ 


Oysters.—A little demand is reported for oysters, but the 
increase is too slight to influence prices to any extent. 

Lobsters.—The market is unchanged, with movement limited 
to small lots, chiefly because of the high prices. 

Sardines.—Late advices from Eastport are to the effect 
that the market on sardines will be open this year. The 
Maine Mercantile Company has dissolved, as was told some weeks 
ago, which will probably prevent any formal announcement of 
opening prices. Each concern is likely to act for itself, making 
such prices as seem best suited to the conditions which govern 
its individual operations. One handler is out with opening 
prices considerably below anything named last year. This con- 
cern offers quarter-oils at $2.85 f. o. b. Eastport in keyless cans 
and $3.05 in roll top key cans. For three-quarter mustards the 
quotation is $2.65 f. 0. b. Eastport and for quarter-mustards 
$2.85 f. 0. b. Some 1908 goods are offered at $2.55 for keyless 
quarter-oils, and about the same figure for three-quarter mustards, 
though most sellers want $2.45 for the small quarter-mustards.

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comparative percentages were not altered, however, by the 
mistake and the percentage of spoils and leaks was not changed 
by a duplication of the quantity. 

The lot consisted of 1,500 % dozen cases of ‘‘ Pride of 
Hillsboro’’ No. 10 tomatoes, 600 cases, or 40% of which were 
found to be unmerchantable after being held in a good frost- 
proof warehouse for not quite two years. 

My contention being that the quality of tin plate is being 
degraded and that manufacturers of tin plate are ruining the 
reputation of canned goods for reliability and keeping qualities 
by their dishonesty and greed. 

Why The Failing Demand ?—It seems to be almost con- 
clusive that the dullness and dragging unprofitable business in 
the canned goods line are attributable to a failure of demand 
rather than an overproduction. 

Two gentlemen dined at my house Sunday. Both are con- 
nected with the large iron and steel industries of the country? 
I asked them what proportion of the employes of large manu- 
facturing plants were foreigners or emigrants, and they said 
that the native-born element was growing smaller all the 
time and that it now amounted to only a small proportion of 
the whole. 

About a year ago the tide of immigration almost ceased 
and people of foreign birth began to leave the country and go 
back to Europe. Now, however, the tide has again changed 
and in the month of March there were 113,000 immigrants 
landed in this country, thrice the number received during 
March one year previously. 

For the five years, 1904, 1905, 1906, 1907 and 1908, the 
total immigration into these United States aggregated more 
than 5,000,000. It is shown by statistics that a very large pro- 
portion of this enormous number of people locate in the manu- 
facturing States of New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Penusylvania, Ohio and Illinois. 


They have not gone out into the farms and into agricult- 
ural employment, but have gone into the great factories, mills 
and workshops, displacing the native born men and women, 
who, in turn, have sought other fields of livelihood. 

This great horde of Italians, Hebrews, Poles, Scandinavi- 
ans, Germans and people of other nations know nothing about 
canned goods and use comparatively few of them. The Italian 
has his can of tomato paste which he uses to flavor his macaroni 
with, and that is all he uses in canned goods. 

The Israelite uses some sockeye canned salmon and a few 
imported sardines. The Norwegian uses some Norwegian sar- 
dines and a few imported canned goods like fish balls, pickled 
eels, caviar, etc., and nothing more. 

The German uses some canned asparagus and a few im- 
ported delicacies sealed in tin and stops, and so down the line. 

Canned goods manufacturers know that the manufacturing 
population and the commercial population of the country are 
relied upon to use the output of the canning factories; for farm- 
ers and their families do not even think of using the goods, but 
preserve and put aside their own winter supplies. 

The facts and figures show that the revolution or evolution, 
whichever it may be called, in manufacturing employment has 
tended to decrease or destroy the demand for canned goods and 
will continue todo so. People do not eat what they do not know 
about and what they have never been informed as to the economy 
merit and wholesomness of. 

These immigrants from all nations are rapidly injecting 
themselves into commercial employment. Go along the princi- 
pal business streets of auy of our great cities and read the signs 
and if you were born in the United States, you will be unable to 
pronounce a majority of the names. 

And here will be found another field of industry which has 
always been relied upon to consume enormous quantities of can- 
ned goods; the realm of commerce, in which the native born

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element is being rapidly superceded by the foreign, and here 
Messrs Canned Goods Packers is the greatest and most danger- 
ous cause of the failure in the demand for your products. 

What is the answer ?—The remedy must be found in 
educating these foreigners to use canned foods. How, you 
say? Get the United States Government to make an appropri- 
ation for that purpose and establish a bureau under national 
governmental management to teach these incoming masses 
how to eat our foods and live our way. 

If that cannot be done let the packers contribute to a great 
advertising fund for that purpose. Let each packer contribute 
two or even three cents per case on his entire output and advance 
his price to cover the expense. The consumers will then pay 
the expense as they should for being educated. 

A fund of from two to two anda half million dollars per 
annum could be raised in that way, and spent by practical people 
so that the business of canaing foods would at once feel the 
effect, and the demand for canned goods would be enormously 
increased.

Why 
Gentlemen, either of three baked bean canners I could name, 
spends that amount for advertising their products in a single 
month and more. 

Your petty $25,000 will only suffice for your committee to do 
a little junketing around the country in investigating a few cases 
of alleged ptomaine poisoning and then it will be gone. Let 
the solid men of the packing industry get together and start a 
great big advertising campaign. One that will show their cap- 
acity to rescue their industry from the morass of despondency 
and retrogression into which it has fallen.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, CAL., May 8, 1909. 

The principal activity at the present time in the local can- 
ned goocis market is along the line of the 1908 pack of California 
fruits, and efforts are being made by allthe packers to get rid of 
as much of their surplus stock as possible before the new cann- 
ing season commences in earnest. While local holdings are not 
abnormally large, taken as a whole, it is understood that there 
are some very good sized stocks held in reserve in the East and 
this must be true as it is to be noted that shipment of goods to 
that section of the country are lighter than is usual at this time 
of the year. The naming of new prices for spot goods by the 
California Fruit Canner’s Association is considered to be a good 
move as it places the market in a better light with the buyers. 
The prices named-conform very closely to the rates that have 
been prevalent for several months but in some cases have not 
been made low enough as other firms are shading them consider- 
ably. The heaviest demand at the present time is from the 
States of th: Middle West but it is to be noted that even from 
here small lots are the rule and there seems to be absolutely no 
speculative buying, even on the varietiesin light supply. C.H. 
Bentley, sales manager of the California Fruit Canners’ Associ- 
ation, has left for the East to look into the situation and make 
plans for the distribution of next season’s pack. 

Crop prospects in California are looking very favorable and 
from no section of the State have disastrous frosts been reported. 
The fact that there has been no frost will mean that much fruit 
will have to be thinned or otherwise it will be too small for can- 


ning purposes. Cherry picking has commenced and fruit is 
being shipped East but so far none of the canneries have com- 
menced operations and probably will not for at least two weeks 
as the crop is that much later in ripening than is usually the 
case. Bartlett pears are dropping badly and the production of 
these will not be as large as was thought probable a couple of 
weeks ago. The apricot crop will be light but a heavy peach 
crop is expected. This, however, will be lighter than it was 
last season. F. A. Dixon of Hunt Bros., owners of the cannery 
at gridley, Cal. has traveled all over that fruit growing district 
getting expert dataon the crop. He has been advising the 
farmers, from whom his firm purchases fruit, to pay special 
attention to the thinning of peaches this season and states that 
small sized fruit will not be accepted by the canners this year. 
Canners are now holding a large quantity of low grade fruits 
and if the Eastern crop should prove to be a good one this sea- 
son the best grades only of California fruits will find a ready 
market. The Gridley cannery is being overhauled and is ex- 
pected to open at an early date this season as it is expected that 
fruit will be ripening earlier than usual. The San Leandrocan- 
nery of Hunt Bros. is also being made ready for operations and 
will be opened in a few days. ‘The pea crop there is now ready 
for harvesting and rhubarb has been ready for the past week. 
The cherry crop there will be a heavy one and apricots in this 
district promise to be as plentiful as last season. 

The low prices that have been named on canned asparagus 
have resulted in a great inciease in business and all the canning 
companies engaged in the business are able to report heavier 
advance sales than have ever been known before up to a corres- 
ponding period in the season. Nosooner had the new prices 
been named than one large canner immediately made a cut of 
15 cents on round lots and now this reduced rate is general. It 
is believed by those in the business that low prices on this vege- 
table have come to stay and that an increased consumption is

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absolutely necessary for the future success of the industry. The 
acreage has been steadily increased from year to year and during 
the present season it is very likely that as much as 400,000 cases 
will be packed by the twelve canneries engaged in the business. 
A large acreage will come into bearing next season and in four 
years more it is expected that fully 800,000 cases will be put up. 
Heretofore this vegetable has been sold at sucha high price that 
it was to be classed as a luxury but it is hoped that the present 
low rates will place it in general consumption. Evidently job- 
bers are of the opinion that this will be the case as they are order- 
ing extensively and it is not likely that they are stocking up 
with speculative intentions as there is but little chance of any 
advance in price. All dangers of floods are now passed in the 
growing districts and weather conditions are very favorable. 
Officials of the State Board of Health have been inspecting the 
asparagus canneries during the past week under the provisions 
of the new sanitary law and found the plants in good shape. 

Manager E. A. Francis of the Modesto Cannery at Modesto, 
Cal. is now getting that plant inshape for the commencement of 
the season. The packing of apricots is expected to commence 
in about six weeks. The peach crop in that vicinity is estim- 
ated to be about 60 per cent. of a normal one. The Oakdale 
cannery has commenced operations on peas and will put up a 
larger pack than ever before, there being five hundred acres 
devoted to the raising of this vegetable. 


Manager C. F. Chase is having the Sebastopol cannery over- 
hauled and expects to commence operations on cherries about 
the middle of May. As soon as this fruit is out of season work 
on black berries will commence. A record pack is expected here 
this season. 

The commercial bodies of Eureka, Cal. are agitating a can- 
nery for that place and steps have been taken for the organization 
of a stock company. 


The packing of salmon on the Columbia River and Puget 
Sound has commenced but on a very limited scale. The water 
there is still very high and the regular run of fish has not set in. 
Most of the fish taken so far have been used in the fresh market 
or sold tothe mild cured plants. A few hundred cases have been 
put up by packers who desired to give their plants a test but it 
will be fully a month before any extensive operations are com- 
menced in this line. The making of cans isunder way, however, 
and most of the factories are very busy. The Astoria & Puget 
Sound Canning Company has commenced the manufacture of 
2,160,000 cans and this lacks considerable of being all that will 
be used by this firm. A very interesting decision has just been 
readered to the United States Fish Commission to the effect that 
there can be no monoply of the word ‘‘sockeye’’ in denominat- 
ing the species of salmon packed by any of the salmon packing 
interests of the Northwest or Alaska, nor is a packer required to 
state on the label of his can the locality in which the salmon is 
taken. 

A suit has been brought by L. A. Pedersen of the Bristol 
Bay Packing Company against the Red Salmon Canning Com- 
pany for transporation charges incurred last year when 168 ship- 
wrecked sailors were brought down from the Naknek river when 
the ship Lucille was lost. The defendant company was willing 
to pay $2,000. 

D. D. Olophant of the canned goods department of Parrott 
& Co. has just returned from a long business trip. 

A fruit Cannery is being planned for Centralia, Wash. and 
stock for this project is now being sold. 

The new Griffin & Skelley cannery at Emeryville is nearing 
completion, and will be in running order in another month. 

Eli Gordon of the Pacific Coast Oyster Company is now in 
the Northwest superintending the planting of the oyster stock 
purchased while on his recent Eastern trip. Six carloads will 
be planted mostly at the new Cherry Cove beds. The oysters 
from this district will be sent out under the Cherry Cove brand. 
A large shipment of canned crab has just been received from the 
cannery off the Coast of Siberia.

The regular Quarterly Meeting of the Michigan Canners’ 
Association was hold April 23th, at the Hotel Pantlind, Grand 
Rapids, and proved to be one of the most interesting and en- 
thusiastic meetings in the history of.the organization. Several 
matters of the most vital importance were brought up and dis- 
cussed by the members present, and several instructive papers 
were also read. 


‘*PUBLICITY’’ WORK. 


One of the most important and most thoroughly discussed 
subjects was the work proposed to be done by the Publicity Com- 
mittee, this being carefully gone over pro and con, and a great 
deal of interest in the discussion manifested by the members 
present. All hands were unanimous in their desire to help this 
Committee in the work to be done, and to co-operate with it to 
the fullest extent. By so doing we will help ourselves very 
materially in marketing and disposing of our product, and the 
members present, fully realizing this fact, were a unit in the 
expression of a desire to co-operate in the work themselves in 
every possible way, and also to get their friends to do likewise. 
It is imperative, if satisfactory results are to be obtained from 
this Campaign, that we should take concerted action and respond 
promptly to the cail of the Committee. We should all realize 
that while individually we can do little, yet collectively, by ear- 
nest and untiring effort, we can put the canning industry in the 
very front rank. What the industry requires isa good strong 
organization, and while it developed that the majority of the 
members of the Michigan Association had already subscribed to 
the Publicity Fund, it was urged that all the members present 


should not only subscribe themselves, but should also urge on 
their friends the importance of the work, and get them to sub- 
scribe also, subscriptions to be promptly forwarded to Mr. S. F. 
Haserot, Electric Building, Cleveland, Ohio. 


It was resolved to formally endorse the action of the Canner 
and Dried Fruit Packer in publishing the methods of the Acme 
Tea Co., Philadelphia, it being decided that these methods of 
advertising would be most advantageous in promoting the con- 
sumption of canned goods, and for calling the attention of the 
consumer to the cleanliness, purity, and wholesomeness, of goods 
packed in tin cans. It was also resolved that the members of 
the Michigan Association should follow this work up personally, 
endeavoring to have as many of their customers as possible pro- 
eeed along similar lines; bringing the claims of canned goods 
prominently before the attention of the customer, and calling 
attention constantly to the purity and wholesomeness of goods 
packed in this manner. It was shown that the average retail 
grocer does not push the sale of canned goods especially, only 
offering same when called for by the customer. If they would 
pursue the method to which reference has been made; prominent- 
ly displaying canned goods, with appropriate cards and inscrip- 
tions, calling the attention of the general public to the purity 
and wholesomeness of same, the sales of canned goods would 
speedily show a substantial increase. , 


SANITARY FACTORIES RECOMMENDED. 


It was resolved that the Committee on Legislation should be 
instructed to have a sanitary measure brought before the State 
Legislature, as follows: — 

AN ACT to prevent the preparation, manufacture, or pack- 
ing of canned goods under unsanitary, unhealthful, or unclean 
conditions; to provide for the appointment of Inspectors, and 
for proper penalties for violation of this act. 

Section 1, 

The floors, ceilings, receptacles, implements and machinery 

in every establishment or place where canned goods are manu- 


' factured or stored, shall at no time be kept in an unclean, un-

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Act, unclean, unhealthful and unsanitary conditions shall be 
deemed to exist if food in the process of manufacture, prepara- 
tion, or packing be not securely protected from all dust and dirt, 
so far as it any be necessary, within reasonable measures, and 
from any danger of contamination. And ifthe refuse, dirt and 
waste subject to decomposition and incidental to the manufact- 
ure, preparation or packing of food, is not removed daily; and 
if all boxes, buckets baskets, and other receptacles are not 
thoroughly cleaned daily. 


Section 2,— 


Any building used for the preparation or manufacture of 
canned goods shall have convenient toilet rooms, separate and 
apart from the rooms where the process of manufacture is car- 
ried on; and the floors of such toilet rooms shall be looked after 
and scoured daily. 


Section 3,— 


Cuspidors for the use of operatives or employees shall be 
provided wherever necessary, and these cuspidors shall be emptied 
and washed daily, using a good disinfectant. No operative, 
employee, or other person shall expectorate on the floor or walls 
of any building. 


The Committee on Legislation presented a full report rela- 
tive to labor questions brought before the State Legislature dur- 
ing March, I909, and the report was unanimously accepted, the 
Committee being thanked for its efficient service in this direction. 


Resolutions regarding Extra Coated Tin Cans were adopted 
as follows:— 


RESOLVED :— 


That the Michigan Canners Association unanimously recom- 
mend the use of cans made from Extra Heavy Coated Tin, con- 
taining not less than 2% lb tin to the base box. 


THE SEASON’S PACK. 


General conditions relative tocorn, peas, tomatoes and fruits 
were discussed at considerable length, and many interesting 
points were brought out in the informal discussion. According 
to reports made by individual members it is likely that the pack 
will be considerably curtailed for the coming season, on account 
of the apathy and indifference shown by the trade generally in 
the matter of anticipating their requirements. It will probably 
be found advantageous to the welfare of the industry if the pro- 
duction during the coming season is restricted as this will give 
the trade an opportunity to clean up their holdings, thereby 
making a stronger market for the season’s pack, and giving the 
packers generally an opportunity to make a margin of profit on 
a smaller pack, instead of disposing of a full pack at cost, or less. 

The Meeting was adjourned until the next Annual Meeting, 
to be held during the latter part of May, on a date to be decided 
upon by the Executive Committee. 


Tasmanian Apples for European Markets. 


Consul Henry D. Baker, of Hobart, sends a newspaper clipping which 
says that 18 steamers have been engaged to carry 360,000 cases of apples 
from Tasmania to the United Kingdom and Germany. While the apple 
crop of 1909, which will be shipped during February, March, and April, is 
fully equal to that of the preceding year, the shipments will be 150,000 
cases less. The growers are intending to market more of the fruitin Aust- 
ralia this year. It is estimated that the shipments from the entire Com- 
monwealth of Australia to European countries will fall 13« ,ooo cases below 
those of last year. 


Bucyrus, O.—A report from here says that the New Wash- 
ington Pickle Co., is endeavoring to get the farmers to plant 
100 acres to pickles. It is stated that should the company be 


‘successful this year they will conduct a cannery in connection 


with the pickling business next season.

There are some States that are great boasters in the way of 
packing, not only on the quality of their products, but in the 
quantity. But when it comes to a show-down like this—well, 
they are very different, to say the least. 


If ever there was a pertinent time for the old adage, 
‘* Money talks,’’ this is it. Let’s hear a noise like a rush of 
subscriptions to this Campaign of Publicity fund from each of 
these States. T,ook over the list and maybe you will be 
ashamed of your State’s standing. j 

We must congratulate the ‘‘ allied interests’’—that is, the 
machinery and supply men, on their generosity in this respect, 
for of the $16,000 so far subscribed, they have contributed 
over $7,000. Just this week have been added eleven new 
names, with a total of over $1,100. Some of the firms men- 
tioned here seem to have contributed out of all proportion to 
the amount of business they do with the canners. But they 
are alive, wideawake firms and realize what a great advantage it 
means. They are building for the future. 

We had a little discussion this week with a gentleman re- 
garding the washing of cans before filling or using. He is a 
machinery supply man, and not a canner, and he has no can 
washer to offer, so bis remarks may rightfully be considered 
unbiased. 


Speaking of a canner who is a stickler for cleanliness, he 
told of a surprise that canner acknowledged after trying the 
washing of his cans before using It is proper to say that the 
canner in question, one of the largest in the country, makes his 
own cans and stores them carefully in the second story of his 
factory, a clean, neatly arranged department; the cans all set 


. cap-hole down so that what little dust there might be in his 


painted warehouse would have no chance to get into the cans. 


When he first determined to wash his cans he secured a 
spraying washer, similar to that used on bottles and milk cans, 
and had it placed just ahead of the filling machine. As the 
cans were washed they rolled right to the filler and were filled, 
saving any possible rust or the necessity of drying. 

It appears at the bottom of this washing arrangement was 
a large trough, with an overflow, to carry off the water and 
keep it clean. One day something went wrong; in fact, it was 
the morning of the third day the arrangement had been in 
vogue, and they had to draw all the water out of this receiving 
trough. What was his surprise to find at the bottom of this 
trough a deposit of over four (4) inches of dirt! In two days 
cans made and stored in a clean warehouse—carefully stored— 
yielded up four inches of dirt. He very carefully washes every 
can now before he allows any goods to be packed in it. 


The question is: if such carefullness yielded so much dirt 
what would the average run of cans, made in one section of the 
country, handled and loaded into freight cars and hauled hun- 
dreds of miles to the factory, where they are stored often under 
a thin roof in any kind of a condition; what, we say, would be 
the results from a two days run of such cans? And you know 
it often happens that cans are made and stored for a whole year 
before using; some cans are carried over from season to season, 
etc., and if even the utmost care will not prevent the entrace of 
dust into them, what will the extensive handling and the lack of 
care do, or rather allow? 


In the effort canners are making to bring their factories, 
and the whole handling of the products into conformity with the 
strictest requirements, this is but one of the considerations. We 
trust most canners, if not all, do wash their cans before filling. 
We remember on one occasion a large preserver, with one of the 
best arranged factories of its kind in the business, claimed that 
the glass jars as received from the makers required no washing, 
as they were always bright and clean. Yet on a long table set 


with them for filling, not one jar could be found without at least 
a trace of dust init. The jars were apparently bright and clean, 
but closer inspection showed the dirt. These jars are always 
washed before using now; and yet they come in boxes, with 
paper over them to keep the dust out. 

How about the cans? Are you washing them before using, 
or don’t you think you ought to? Look it up for yourself. 


MR. LEO FAIT DEAD. 


Mr. Leo Fait, for years long know in connection with the William Fait 
Company, Baltimore, died at his residence May loth, age {2 years. 

Mr. Fait had been a sufferer for some years and had given up the can- 
ning business about eight years ago. At one time the Wm, Fait Company 
were among the largest packers of Baltimore, and the name has been as- 
sociated with the industry in this City ever since its infancy. Back in the 
80’s the firm was known as Fait & Winebrenner; was later changed to the 
Fait & Slagle Company and ultimately became the Wm. Fait Company. 
They had a large plant at Boston & Patuxent Streets up tothetime of their 
failure. 

Mr. Fait is survived by a widow and two small children, to whom we 
extend our sincere sympathy.

MENTION THE TRADE. 
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PRUNING MATURE TREES. 


By 0. B. Whipple, of the Colorado Agricultural College. 


CONTINUED FROM ISSUE OF MAY 7. 


PRUNING THE PLUM. 


Under this head is grouped a large number of species and 
varieties of fruit differing widely in their habits of growth and 
of fruit bearing. Were it not for the fact that common practice 
seems to discourage the pruning of many varieties to any con- 
siderable extent, this would be a difficult subject to handle; no 
well defined system of pruning would suit all. In their habits 
of fruit bearing the majority of the plums resemble the apricot 
very much. Still many of them, like the cherry, show more of 
an inclination to bear only branch buds on the thriftier new 
wood. Like the apricot, the plums, with possibly a few excep- 
tions, develop no true terminal buds. Except on weak spurs 
the last axiliary bud is generally a branch bud which continues 
the growth of the branch or spur the following season. The 
fruit buds are developed in the axils of the leaves on both spurs 
and the ranker growing new wood, the different varieties show- 
ing considerable variation in this respect. 

The body of the plum tree is subject to injury from sun-scald, and it 
goes without saying that the tree should be headed low. The young trees 
of most varieties will need cutting back, and the tops thinning out, to de- 
velop them into desirable shaped trees. Some varieties will require prun- 
ing to spread them, and others of a more straggling habit, will need cutting 
back to inside buds or branches to make them grow more upright. As 
mentioned before, the bearing plum tree, according to local custom, re- 
ceives at most only moderate pruning. Asa rule, the Domestica plums, 
locally represented by the various prunes, are pruned very little after they 
reach the bearing age. There are certain varieties which tend to overbear 
however, and a certain amount cf thinning out of the fruiting wood would 
greatly facilitate hand-thinning, promote more regular bearing, and im- 
prove the quality of the fruit. The pruning of the native plums is left 


largely to nature, although there is no reason why moderate pruning might 
not improve the quality of the fruit and lessen the difficulty of picking. 
There is little doubt but that such varieties as the Burbank, Abundance, 
Satsuma, Red June, and others of the Japanese group, respond satisfactor- 
ily to rather severe pruning. In fact, they are more like the apricot in 
their fruiting habit and thrive under the same system of pruning. When 
neglected they tend to overbear alternate years. They should receive an 
annual heading-in and thinning out to force strong new growth, which 
makes very desirable fruiting wood. While pruning asa means of thinn- 
ing the fruit is not without merit in the case of the plums, it does not seem 
to give results comparable with those ohtained in pruning the peach. The 
grower of fancy plums must supplement moderate pruning with hand- 
thinning. 
PRUNING THE QUINCE. 

While the importance of the quince industry in Colorado might not 
warrant the insertion of this paragraph, the almost criminal neglect from 
which the quince tree suffers as regards pruning would move one to writing 
a book. Among the fruit trees herein considered, the quince has a fruit 
bearing habit peculiar toitself. With the advance of spring the dormant 
buds on the one-year-old wood push out leafy shoots from three to four 
inches in length and these are terminated by a single flower. While both 
axillary and terminal buds producethese flower-bearing shoots, the stronger 
flowers come from the axillary buds on the last half of the annual growth; 
terminal buds more frequently give rise to branches or, at most, weak 
flower bearing shoots. Considering its fruiting habit then, the quince 
should receive about the same pruning as the peach. While with some 
varieties the plant assumes a tree-form quite readily, others are, at their 
best, only a bush. A course of severe pruning forthe young tree, however, 
will aid the grower in securing a desirable shaped tree. When the tree 
has reached a bearing age it should be pruned annually by thinning out 
the new wood and clipping that remaining back to about two-thirds of its 
length. With proper pruning, the quince should produce annual growths 
from twelve to twenty-four inches in length. Too rank a growth is not 
desirable on account of the stronger fruit buds being nearer the tips, and 
in cutting back such rank growth the pruning must not be toosevere. The 
plant should be made to assume as near a tree-form as possible, and then, 
in addition, it should be pruned with the idea of growing a goodly supply 
of new wood each season. 

THINNING FRUIT. 

In fancy fruit- growing, the necessity for thinning will become mcre and 

more apparent as the acreage devoted to orchards increases and competition 
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becomes more keen. While the wisdom of thinning peaches is no longer 
doubted, the growers are not so willing to take up systematic work in thin- 
ning apples and pears, But the time is coming when the fruit-grower will 
be forced to conclude that it no longer pays to grow poorfruit. Even now, 
the years that the grower makes a profit in shipping choice fruit, are the 
exception rather than the rule. There are but few localities where choice 
fruit cannot be grown, and wherever shipped, such fruit must generally 
compete with the home-grown product. On the other hand, localities 
where strictly fancy fruit can be grown are limited, and competition in 
this class is more impartial. The competition is between localities which 
are probably equally distant from the market, and the one producing the 
best fruit is the successful competitor. 


Toa certain extent, pruning is a method of thinning, but it will not 
take the place of hand-thinning entirely. The production of a fancier 
grade of fruit is not the only benefit derived from thinning; it encourages 
more regular bearing; lessen the loss from the breaking of limbs and gives 
the grower a chance to destroy insect infected fruit and thus check the 
spread of insects early in the season. The tree that has been properly 
thinned should produce a good crop of fruit buds each year, and if it has 
been properly trained and thinned it will never need a prop. While many 
have observed that apple and pear trees are inclined to bear alternate years, 
probably few understand the cause. Fruit spurs with terminal fruit buds, 
as those of the apple and the pear, generally bear only alternate years, and 
spurs are all full of fruit one year, the next must be an ‘‘off-year,’’ as we 
say. Not only do the spurs fail to bear annually, but if the tree is over- 
loaded, spurs that produce bloom, even though they fail to set fruit, may 
not be sufficiently nourished to produce fruit buds for the following season, 
If the tree bears only a moderate crop of fruit, spurs that produce bloom 
but no fruit, often develop fruit buds the same season. Where the tree is 
bearing a light load, spurs may mature fruit and develop fruit buds the 
same season. Varieties differ and, while some are regular bearers under 
almost any treatment, others show a stubborn inclination to bear alternate 
years. After the old tree has fallen into the habit of bearing alternate years 
it is no doubt harder to get it back to a regular bearing habit. ‘‘Off-years”’ 
are not uncommon with some of the fruit trees bearing from axiliary fruit 
buds, but it 1s not so pronounced as with the apple and pear. 


Thinning the Apple,—Fixed rules to be followed in thinning are 
hard to give. Much depends upon the general thrift of the trees, and, as 
in pruning the grower will have to learn much by experience. If we thin 
to encourage annual bearing, it will be seen that all the fruit must be 


removed from some of the spurs and, at the same time, the number of 
fruit remaining must be reduced to such an extent that the tree is not over- 
burdened. Some thin to leave the fruits so far apart, but a rule fixing a 
certain space between apples will not hold good in all cases. If we were 
always sure the tree had been properly pruned, we might be able to give a 
satisfactory rule to be followed. leaving the fruits so many apart. A plan 
the writer has tried and found very satisfactory is to so thin as to have a 
certain number of boxes of fruit on the tree. Suppose you decide’that the 
trees should produce ten boxes of fancy fruit each. A fairly uniform grede 
of apples ranging from two and one-half to three inches in diameter will 
pack about 150 to the box, and by thinning two or three trees and leaving 
the 1,500 apples, actually counting them or estimating them as closely as 
possible, one learns what a tree properly thinned should look like. With 
these trees asa model it is surprising how close one can come to leaving 
just the right number. ‘I think it is possible, by careful work, to come 
within a box of the ideal. But knowing how much the tree should produce 
is where the experience counts. Not many varieties of apples will require 
much thinning before they are ten years old, and at this age the average 
tree should produce about eight boxes of fancy fruit-some will prcduce 
more and some less. After the tenth year a gain of a box per year would 
be a conversative estimate. Of course, the yield will vary under different 
conditions; and, while this is not a rule that can be implicitly followed, it 
is surely more accurate than thinning to a certain distance. The thinner 
first removes defective or wormy specimens, and he should be supplied with 
a bag to carry the wormy ones from the orchard to be destroyed; then those 
from the tips of the limbs may as well be removed, for they seldom make 
fancy fruit; and, if possible to do it and leave the required amount, thin to 
one fruit on the spur. June and early July is the proper season for thinn- 
ing apples and pears. Experiments have shown that it pays tothin apples. 
The fruit is improved in both size and color; the trees bear more regularly, 
and trees that may break under heavy loads are saved. Some say it is ex- 
pensive to thin; but, if one stops to think, it really costs no more to pick 
fruit in June than it does in October. A man can thin from ten to fifteen 
twelve-year-old trees per day, and the actual cost of thinning should not 
add to exceed two cents per box to the cost of production. It is true that 
the results the first season are often disappointing, for an unthinned tree 
may produce sixteen boxes of fruit that will grade 50 per cent. fancy, while 


the thinned tree of the same age only produces ten boxes that will grade 
95 per cent. fancy. It hardly seems profit«ble, but the next yeat will tell, 
and it is safe to say that two years running the thinned tree will produce as 
much fancy as the unthinned tree will produce of both fancy and choice. 
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Thinning Pears.—Methods of thinning pears differ little from 
methods of thinning apples: the principles are the same. As a rule, the 
pear tree will produce about as many boxes as will the apple tree of the 
same age produce boxes of apples. The fruit is generally picked on the 
installment plan, and it is possible to mature a large crop of fancy fruit; 
and fruit that is small may be left until it reaches the decided size. Pears 
running from 135 to 150 to the box are considered ideal size, and pears for 
such a pack must measure from two and one-fourthtotwo and three-fourths 
inches in diameter. Pears larger than three inches are really not as desire 
able for the fancy fruit trade as those of smallersize. The fruit stands like 
a pear that can be sold at a profit, two or five cents, and there is uo profit 
to be made in selling the larger ones for that price, and they are not large 
enough to sell for five cents each. 

Thinning Peaches.—In growing peaches much of the thinning is 
done with the pruning shears during the pruning: season, but additional 
hand-thinning is absolutely necessary. A good grade of peaches should run 
less than go to the box, and we may say it seldom pays to ship smaller 
fruit. A size that will pack less than 80 to the box is desirable. The young 
peach orchard that has been properly pruned will] do well to average a box 
of fruit to the tree during its fourth season’s growth, and the yield should 
increase at the rate of about two boxes per tree per year. Unless the trees 
have been exceptionally well pruned and cared for, they will rarely more 
than hold their own after the eleventh or twelfth year. The one object of 
thinning, as practiced with the stone fruits, is to produce betterfruit. The 
thinning should be done before the foliage gets too heavy and before the 
pits begin to harden. By carefully thinning a few trees and estimating the 
number of fruits left, one can soon form an ideal to work by. The 
pruning shears may be used as a help in thinning, and fruiting wood not 
necessarily needed may be removed entirely.
